1t was during the administration of
Prof, Abrams that the ldea of +. gan-
i:ing a civic assoclation " was sug-
gested by him. The bare suggestion
was etough for that peerless and tire-
less community worker, Mre. J. G.
Duckworth. She talked gnd worked
and agitated until she got tegether
enough women to organize.

o hand, the park began to develop.

There was
no fund from which to draw, so Mrs.
Duckworth, at her own expense, had a
large and comfortable pavilion built.

The name “Lebanon School Park!
in large black letters on a white
ground, was hung over the lower en-
trance.. Some of the hays contributed
ruetic bird houvses and bridges.
